Three cases of measles and two of diphtheria were the 
contagious diseases during the year. The Board, when 
notified, quarantined the premises by placarding the houses, as 
the law requires. All cases recovered. Antitoxin was used 
in both cases of diphtheria. The premises where the 
diphtheria cases occurred the Board notified D. Whiting & 
Sons (by John Dame) not to take milk until the quarantine 
was off. After fumigating, the Board took off the quarantine 
and notified D. Whiting & Sons by letter sent to John Dame.

COMMITTEE 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1910. 


Donations of books have been made as follows: From the 
Pillsbury Free Library, Warner; Miss Emma Rayner, Mr. 
Arthur C. Bradley of Newport, P. M. Willey of Chicago, Mrs. 
Allan Chadwick, Thomas Chadwick, Mrs. Anton Albrecht ; 
also over one hundred volumes, including the works of Jane G. 
Austin, from Mrs. M. E. Carll of Providence, R. I. 

Nearly seventeen hundred volumes are now upon our 
shelves, besides a large number of magazines. Amn extensive 
re-listing and classification has just been completed by the 
librarian, Mrs. W. R. Nelson. 

The five books written by our local authoress, Miss Emma 
Rayner of Goshen Corners, have been obtained and are in 
most constant demand. Another new and _ pleasant ac- 
quaintance is Mrs. M. E. (Pettis) Carll. She has secured for 
us, besides the books mentioned above, a small volume of her 
own poetical works and the current numbers of ‘*Everybody’s 
Magazine” and the *‘Outlook.” We have also had, month by 
month during the year, ‘‘Munsey’s,” contributed by Mr. 
Halladay, and ‘‘The Ladies’ Home Journal” from Mrs. 
Althine Lear. Voluminous ‘‘Congressional lecords” are re- 
ceived almost daily during the sessions of Congress and con- 
tain much that should be found of value. These pimphlets 
will be loaned freely. 

A half dozen chairs were loaned the library by Miss 
Maud Mitchell, but in July they were replaced by a like 


number of roomy reading-chairs in mission green, through the

generosity of Mr. Harry Halladay. With those given us last 
vear by Mr. John E. Richards ample seating accommodation - 
is provided. Window-screens and a step-ladder have been 
obtained, as the ne+d arose, by Mr. and Mrs. O. S. Lear. 

Such nominal fines as are collected furnish lamp-chimneys, 
wicks, etc., also a daily paper. which will be found each Satur- 
day evening upon the reading-table. 

Many townspeople living at a distance from the library 
have hesitated to take books because of a possible inability to 
return them at the proper time. ‘Uo these we would say: he 
library is intended for your accommodation and a most liberal 
treatment will be given you. The following rules have been 
adopted :— 

(a) In ease of storm or drifted roads books muy be re- 
turned at earliest convenience to the home of the librarian, or 
to Mrs. A.-F. Lear. 

(b) Accruing fines cease upon the return of books as 
stated above. 

Hours of the library will continue: Saturdays, 2.00 to 
6.00 p. m.; 7.00 to 9.00 p. m.; open Wednesday afternoons 


during the summer months.
